This is The Star's 21st process color production—the 


second to use Eastman's color-balancing film known as 
Silver Mask. It was first used on the 20th production, 
"Hope Models Salute Spring," published March 30. 


The original film used for in-plant color photography, 


Eastman's Tri-Mask, was discarded because of irregular 
results. The Star would get three good press runs, then 
the fourth would be disappointing. Color experts in New 
York City advised a representative we sent up there that 
The Star's operating procedure was "on the money" but 
Tri-Mask color-balancing film was giving trouble across 
the nation and our trade was returning to an older 
Eastman film, Silver Mask. 


By way of explanation, the color-printing procedure is 


this: The Star has an 8x10 Berkey color separator, a 
Norwegian invention manufactured in New York, this 
being the first newspaper in America to buy one—right 
behind us being the Chicago Tribune. 


First step is to make a black-and-white copy of the 


color transparency from the hand camera, "registering" 
it with the transparency, at the top of the big Berkey 
machine. This is the color correction step. 


Then this "package" is projected onto each of four 


separation negatives, which are the size in which the 
picture will be published. The negatives themselves are 
black and white. They are exposed onto individual press 
Plates, and then the press adds the four colors from 
different inks in four units of the press. A color oroof 
from the combined negatives serves as a guide to the 
pressmen in applying the colors. 


Today's separations were made by Garland Bosley 


vice-president of Jungkind Photo-Grahpic of Little Rock' 
our film supplier. Ordinarily this is done by the editor' 
but Mr. Bosley made the photographic run in the course 
of recalibrating the Berkey machine for the Silver Mask 
film. 


His new data and electrical measurements have been 


turned over to the editor, who will resume operations and 
eventually turn the color work over to Billy Dan Jones 
mechanical superintendent, and Gene Allen, head 
cameraman.

The Senate version of the leg- 


islation grants President Nixon 
the $1.5 billion he sought for 
helping 
schools 
desegregate 


more than a year ago but con- 
tains much tighter restrictions 
on spending the money than he 
originally wanted. 


The administration agreed to 


the restrictions, however, while 
the bill was being worked out 
in a Senate Education subcom- 
mittee. 


The 74-8 Senate vote Monday 


sent the legislation to the 
House. 


The bill authorizes $500 mil- 


lion for the fiscal year starting 
July 1 and $1 billion the follow- 
ing year. 


U.S. Favors 
Both Chinas 
for the UN

WASHINGTON (AP) - Amid 


the first thaw in Washington- 
Peking relations in 22 years, a 
presidential 
commission 
has 


recommended the Nixon admin- 
istration press for U.N. seats 
for both Chinas. 


The only criterion for U.N. 


membership, said the commis- 
sion headed by Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge, should be 
allegiance to the charter of the 
international organization. This 
policy would allow dual seats 
for the Germanys, Vietnams 
and Koreas as well as main- 
land and Nationalist China. 


Lodge, President Nixon's en- 


voy to the Vatican, delivered 
the report of the 50-member 
commission to the White House 
Monday. 


The report, which said the 


United Nations can work best if 
it includes all governments, 
was released as the United 
States and mainland China are 
moving ever so slightly toward 
improved relations. 


A U.S. table-tennis team and 


three American newsmen were 
allowed in China earlier this 
month, and a Chinese team has 
been invited to visit the Unitwl 


'States. 


The 
Nixon 
administration 


also has dropped some em- 
bargoes on trade with China. 


And the President told news- 


men recently he would like to 
visit China sometime, but ex- 
pressed doubt it would be dur- 
ing his term of office. 


Edgar Snow, an American 


writer, says in a Life magazine 
story Chinese leader Mao Tse- 
tung told him he would be hap- 
py to talk to Nixon, in anoffi- 
cial or unofficial capacity. 


The State Department, in 


commenting Monday on Snow's 
article, confirmed Washington 
has sent feelers for better rela- 
tions to Peking through third- 
party countires. 


"It seems quite possible that 


representatives of those other 
governments made known our 
views to the People's Republic 
of China," said State Depart- 
ment spokesman Charles Bray. 


Bray did not mention any 


Chinese response to the U.S. 
overtures. 


The commission, named by 


Nixon last July to study opinion 
on U.S. participation in the 
United Nations, reported: 


"The commission has found 


growing public support in the 
U.S. for the involvement of the 
People's Republic of China in 
the work of the U.N. There is 
also a deep American com- 
mitment to the Continued rep- 
resentation of the Republic of 
China on Taiwan Nationalist in 
the U.N. ..." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Six 


years after entering prison un- 
der a 15-year federal sentence 
for mail fraud and conspiracy, 
Texas promoter Billie Sol Estes 
has been paroled to his broth- 
er's farm. 


After an expedited hearing 


Monday, the U.S. Parole Board 
said the 46-year-old Estes can 
leave the La Tuna Federal Cor- 
rectional Institution near El 
Paso, Tex., July 12. 


Under terms of his parole, 


Estes cannot engage in "any 
self-employment or promotional 
type activity" unless cleared in 
advance with the parole board. 


Board Chairman George J. 


Reed said Estes will live with 
his wife and four children in 
Abilene, Tex., and work in the 
farming operation of his broth- 
er John. 


Although Estes was turned 


down for parole in his first try 
15 months ago and was not 
scheduled for a rehearing until 
next December. Reed said new 
evidence caused the board to 
expedite a review. He said the 
evidence was confidential. 


Before he entered the Lea- 


ven worth, Kan., federal prison 
March 5, 1965, Estes was one of 
the nation's most thoroughly in- 
vestigated businessmen. 


After hundreds 
of 
federal 


agents had poured through his 
extensive business dealings, 
Estes was convicted in 1963 for 
mail fraud and conspiracy to 
defraud. 


The events came not long aft- 


er the then vice president, Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, had invited 
Estes to the 1961 inauguration 
of President John F. Kennedy 
and later had him appointed to 
a government advisory board 
for cotton allotments. 


Estes also was prosecuted 


and convicted on state charges, 
but his conviction was reversed 
by the Supreme Court because 
of publicity surrounding 
the 


trial. 


Arriving in Pecos, Tex., in 


1951 with little more than a bat- 
tered briefcase, Estes built a 
paper fortune around fertilizer, 
grain elevators, cotton allot- 
ments, a newspaper and a mor- 
tuary.

Oak Blight 
to Repeat 
in State 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Forestry Commission says 
hardwood forests in Central and 
Northeast Arkansas that were 
partially defoliated last sum- 
mer and fall by variable oak 
leaf caterpillars will be hit 
again this summer. 


Samples taken from "stake- 


out" plots in several counties in- 
dicate that enough of the insects 
survived the winter to "notice- 
ably defoliate" oaks in the same 
areas that were striped last 
year, the commission said. 


The commission and the For- 


est Service planned the sample 
plots last year after the cater- 
pillars ate their way across IMs 
million acres of timberland in 
27 counties. 


The samples were taken in 


Faulkner, 
Cleburne, Pulaski, 


Independence, Craighead, Poin- 
sett, White and Fulton counties, 
which were among the hardest 
hit of the 27 counties. Some 
trees in those counties were de- 
foliated from 50 to 100 per cent. 


The commission said that the 


insect was more of a nuisance 
than a treat to forests. The 
commission said most oak trees 
can withstand two or three 
years of moderate defoliation 
without tree mortality. 


The commission did not rec- 


ommend any widespread appli- 
cation of insecticides. Control 
measures are recommended on- 
ly for shade trees in yards, 
parks and recreation areas.

Did you know that consti- 


pation, cancer of the colon 
and rectum, heart disease, 
diabetes and appendicitis, all 
have something in common? 
They do—the modern west- 
ern diet. Medical W o r l d 
News recently reported that 
Dr. Denis Burkitt, a famous 
British specialist, stirred up 
a hornet's nest at a recent 
national meeting by point- 
ing out that cancer of the 
colon and rectum was com- 
mon in the "civilized na- 
tions" and r a r e in unde- 
veloped countries. 


The main problem seems 


to be that we eat too much 
refined foods without enough 
cellulose or roughage in the 
diet. Nutrients are often ex- 
tracted f r o m the natural 
food source. S u g a r is a 
classic example. 


The t r u t h is civilized 


man's diet is short on vege- 
tables, fruits and unrefined 
grains which 
contain not 


only cellulose but 1 a r e ft 
amounts of water. Our low- 
residue diet contains lots of 
white bread, confections, fat 
and foods composed of large 
amounts of fat. These foods 
move very slowly through 
the small bowel and result 
in hard, small constipated 
stools. 


Individuals who eat a diet 


that contains many more 
vegetables 
and 
fruit 
and 


avoid the low residue or re- 
fined foods, usually do not 
h a v e the same problems 
with constipation. Not only 
is the cellulose and b u l k 
added to the diet but there 
is the additional water in the 
food. T h e s e foods move 
through the digestive tract 
at nearly twice the speed of 
the r e f i n e d , low-residue 
loods. 


There was some disagree- 


ment among authorities con- 
cerning how the diet plays 
its role but almost all the 
authorities seemed to agree 
that cancer of the colon and 
rectum was indeed related 
to environmental f a c t o r s . 
This raised the possibility 
that it could be prevented 
by the proper approach. 


Dr. L a u r e n Ackerman 


pointed out that colon can- 
cer was very rare in the 
maize-eating 
Bantu 
tribes- 


men in Africa 
The United 


States and Canada have the 
highest incidence of colon 
and r e c t a l cancer in the 
world while Asia. Africa and 
South America have a low 
incidence.

about another 25 per cent in the 
coming year, reducing them to 
the lowest level since early in 
the air war, Pentagon sources 
say. 


Current planning calls for a 


monthly average of about 7,500 
Air Force fighter-bomber sort- 
ies in South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia during the fiscal 
year 
starting 
July 
1, 
the 


sources said. 


That represents a drop of 


some 2,500 from this year's av- 
erage of 10,000 sorties a month. 
A sortie is a single flight by a 
single plane. 


Even before the planned new 


reduction, fighter-bomber oper- 
ations have fallen about 50 per 
cent below the war peak of al- 
most 19,600 a month in fiscal 
1968. 


Meanwhile, the number of 


B52 bomber sorties, temporar- 
ily up to 1,200 a month because 
of the intense air campaign to 
shut off enemy supplies flowing 
through Laos, will be down to 
1,000 a month in the coming fis- 
cal year. 


While U.S. ground combat re- 


sponsibilities are due to end 
this summer, American war 
planes will continue to support 
South Vietnamese 
troops 
at 


least for another year. 


As the South Vietnamese air 


force gradually assumes the 
principal task, the weight of 
U.S. air power is expected to 
concentrate almost entirely on 
the North Vietnamese supply 
lines through Laos and Cam- 
bodia. 


President Nixon has indicated 


some U.S. air power will re- 
main in the war zone as long as 
North Vietnam holds Ameri- 
cans prisoner and until the 
South Vietnamese develop the 
capacity to defend themselves 
against a takeover. 


Four squadrons of F100 fight- 


er-bombers are due to be with- 
drawn from South Vietnam this 
summer, 
followed by three 


squadrons of F4 Phantoms lat- 
er in the fiscal year. 


The United States will keep a 


couple of squadrons of F4s and 
another few squadrons of AC119 
gunships 
in 
South Vietnam 


throughout the coming fiscal 
year, according to present plan. 


Along with its B52 bombers in 


Thailand, the United States will 
retain about eight squadrons of 
F4s, plus several squadrons of 
other 
fighter-bombers, 
light 


bombers and gunships whose 
principal target is the Ho Chi 
Minn trail.

Set Deadline 
hr Pulaski 
Districting 


NORTH LITTLE ROCK (AP) 


— Four state legislators from 
Pulaski County said Monday 
that if a redistricting plan is 
not filed by the end of the week 
they will ask the state Supreme 
Court to order the state Board 
of Apportionment to produce a 
plan. 


The statement was made at a 


news conference in North Little 
Rock by Reps. Leon Holstead, 
Ralph Patterson and Bob Tray- 
lor of North Little Rock and 
Rep. Art Givens of Sherwood. 


If a plan is not filed by the 


end of this week, "we have no 
alternative but to file a suit in 
the state Supreme Court for a 
writ of mandamus," the legis- 
lators said in a prepared state- 
ment. 


All four legislators said they 


favored single-member districts 
for both houses of the legisla- 
ture. 


"It is highly probable that 


any plan submitted will be at- 
tacked in the courts," Givens 
said. "So the problem is to get 
this thing set so it can be at- 
tacked and decided before the 
election." 


Contempt 
Charge Hits 
Panther Case

CHICAGO (AP) — The future 


actions of a special grand jury 
investigating the death of two 
Black Panthers in a police raid 
have been clouded by contempt 
citation 
against 
the special 


prosecutor. 


Barnabas F. Sears, 68, the 


special prosecutor, is under a 
$50-an-hour, around-the-clock 
fine imposed Monday by Judge 
Joseph A. Power after Sears 
refused to call more witnesses 
before the special jury. The 
fine 
matches 
Sears' hourly 


salary. 


Power said he wanted the 


special jury to hear all wit- 
nesses who testified last year 
before a federal grand jury 
which investigated the police 
raid. Sears argued that the 
judge had no authority to tell 
him or the juorors whom they 
should call. Judge Power or- 
dered 
the jury investigation 


continued and said it could not 
conclude until it heard from all 
those who appeared before the 
federal grand jury. 


Sears met with 23 grand jurors 


for two hours after the judge's 
order but declined comment on 
what decisions were reached. 


If Judge Power is upheld, if 


Sears refuses to comply with 
the order and if the grand jury 
does not request to hear all the 
witnesses, then according to the 
judge's ruling, the jurors would 
be suspended in a do-nothing 
posture. 


Meanwhile, State's Atty. Ed- 


ward V. Hanrahan reportedly 
appeared at the grand jury 
room while Judge Power was 
disciplining Sears in open court 
before the grand jury. 


A neighborhood newspaper 


chain reported Sunday the pan- 
el was prepared to indict Han- 
rahan and other top officials on 
charges of obstructing justice. 


Hanrahan's office authorized 


the Dec. 4, 1969 raid in which 
two Illinois Panther party lead- 
ers, Fred Hampton, 21, and 
Mark Clark, 22, were slain. 


State Agents

31, and Joe M. Hill, 26, both of 
Little Rock, who were among 
several ABC employes indicted 
recently by the Pulaski County 
Grand Jury. 


The charges for which Hill 


and Jones were convicted in- 
cluded selling wine and beer 
without a permit, selling wine 
and beer on Sunday, illegal pos- 
session of alcoholic beverages 
and failure to turn in confiscat- 
ed liquor

Study Plan 
for Freedom 
of Priests

DETROIT (AP) - 
Faced 


with an unprecedented array of 
research findings, the nation's 
Roman Catholic bishops today 
weighed recommendations for 
broadening the freedoms of 
American priests. 


At the start of the bishops' 


semiannual meeting, John Car- 
dinal Krol of Philadelphia said 
results of the studies "will pro- 
vide a sound basis for future in- 
structions, directives and ac- 
tion." 


Two of the studies, on sociolo- 


gical and psychological factors, 
found that most priests favor 
ending the Church's require- 
ment of celibacy and want a 
free choice on the matter. 


A theological study concludes 


that celibacy is not essential to 
the priesthood, in the total 
Christian perspective, and that 
there are scriptural and pastor- 
al grounds for ordaining wom- 
en. 


Cardinal Krol, chairman of a 


general studies committee, told 
a news conference Monday the 
findings "beyond any question" 
would have an effect on think- 
ing of the bishops. 


Asked of it were possible the 


bishops would support changes 
allowing married priests, he 
said: "It is possible, but proba- 
bility is a different matter. I 
have reservations about the 
probability." 


However, it was the first 


time the country's bishops— 
about 250 of them—have taken 
up the issue in such an open, 
extensively 
analytical way. 


Their aim is to shape a position 
on it to present at an inter- 
national Synod of Bishops in 
Rome next fall. 


The international 
meeting, 


too, is to deal with the role and 
rules of the priesthood, and 
only the world synod, with pap- 
al sanction, could authorize the 
changes back by the U.S. study 
reports.
